BLAINE HEADQUARTERS OPENED. 


The Public Hastens to Give Its Indorse- 

ment te His Candidacy. 
| Minn., June 4.—[S — 
Tonight for the first time the 3 orp ae 
G. Blaine appears on the banners and trans- 
parencies swung across the street in front of 
and over the entrance to the Lumberman’s 
Exchange, a magnificent seyen story struct- 
ure just across the street from the West House. 
The banners bore the inscription “ Blaine 
Headquarters,“ and in the building a number 
of rooms, handsomely draped with National 
colors, buntings, and flags and pictures of the 
illustrious Blaine, were thrown open to the 
general public. 

Hundreds of ladies and gentlemen found 
their way into the place, where they were hos- 
pitably received by distinguished men from 
all parts of the country whose sympathies 
were with the man from Maine. It seems that 
the rooms had been engaged some weeks ago 
by a gentleman who did not-state the purpose 
for which they were to be used. Tonight this 
was made apparent when, as if by magic, fes- 
toons and garlanis surrounding the picture of 
Biaine were placed in the windows and trans- 


parencies and banners displayed before the 


public. This was one of the striking episodes 
of the day and while the rooms were crowded 
with visitors the vast rotunda of the hotel 
across the way was filled to overflowing with 
men from every State in the Union shouting 
at the tops of their voices the old cry of 1884: 
Blaine, Blaine, James G. Blaine.“ 
There Were a Few Harrison Men. 

Occasionally, some Harrison man fresh 
from consultation with John C. New or Rhody 
Sheil would appear in the rotunda and at- 
tempt to stampede the crowd with a feeble 
chirp for Harrison. But everybody seemed 
to be with Blaine, and everybody wore one of 
those little red badges displaying Blaine’s 
portrait. 

The events of the evening recall some of 
the stirring scenes of the coavention of 1884 
at the Grand Pacitic and the Palmer House, 
when men, mounted on tables and chairs in 
the hotel corridors, made speeches advocating 
the nomination of Blaine. The grea ex- 
citement prevailed until far in the night. 

The letter of resignation seemed to have set 
adrift ali the hopes and calculations of Har- 
rison’s managers. The Blaine-men were on 
top and well they knew it. Gov. Foraker, 
looking over the vast crowd, remarked: It's 
all for Blaine. Everything is going his way. 
We have won the victory and now we must 
work to see it is not snatched away from us. 
If they catch Blaine’s friends sleeping they 
will do remarkably well. From this time 
until the nomination is made I expect to be 
very busy. Blaine will surely be nominated 
by the convention. Waituntil Monday morn- 
ing and see the big Blaine clubs coming here 
from Chicago, Cincinnati, and other cities, 
Then Minneapolis will be howling tor him.“ 


Shouting for Biaine. 

The name of Blaine is on every lip tonight. 
It is shouted in the lobbies, it is whispered in 
the conferences of darkened rooms, and it is 
sung in rhymes beneath the electric lights by 
exultant admirers as they parade the streets of 
the convention é@ity. The magic of his name 
has kindled the latent enthusiasm of the 
Northwest into a blaze of glory. Everywhere 
it is Blaine, Blaine, James G. Blame.“ The

So far as can be learned the resignation 


volunteered by Secretary Blaine had not been 


preceded by any notice. or intimation to the 
President that it might be expected. :

Mr. Blaine’s office, which had been used as 
the council chambér, and it was but fifteen 
minutes later when he instructed his private 
secretary to take it over to the White House. 
The Secretary remained at the de- 
partment until 1:15 o’clock arranging 
some private papers, While he was 
doing this one of the messengers 
laid an official document before him 
for his signature. Hetold him totake it 
away, remarking quietly: “Iam no longer 
Secretary of State. 

It is said that this was the first intimation he 
had given any one of his official associates of 
his resignation. | 

Immediately upon receipt of the President’s 
letter of acceptance Mr. Blaine furnished a 
copy of the correspondence to the press as. 
sociations, and it was forthwith telegraphed to 
the whole country and cabled to Europe. 

Subsequently it was learned from Gen. J. 
W. Foster that there were no sensational inci- 
dents at today’s session, but that the confer- 
ence was closed in a friendly spirit on both 
sides. He said that Mr. Blaine made no formal 
announcement of his resignation to the con- 
ference. 

Why They Would Not Talk. 

The news of. Mr. Blaine's resignation 
spread through the city like wildfire and was 
the sole topic of conversation in official and 
politica: circles: The White House was the 


objective point of the President's friends, 


who naturally were anxious to learn the facts 
in the ease, and the President had hardly fin- 
ished his luncheon when he was visited by Sec- 
retary Elkins, Attorney-General Miller, 
and Secretaries Rusk, Noble, and Fos- 
ter. During the informal conference 
that followed the President told his 
Cabinet what had happened and suggested in 
the interest of harmony and good taste that 


they make no public comments whatever on 


the situation. This fully explains the action of 
the Cabinet officials in refusing positively to 
talk for publication on the subject. 

Secretary Elkins’ statemeat that he was 
sure of Harrison’s nomination on the first 
ballot was made after he had been advised of 
Mr. Blaine’s resignation, but before he had 
seen the President. 

Secretary Tracy and Postmaster-General 
Wanamaker are not in the city, the former 
being in New York and the. latter in Philadel- 
phia. During the afternoon the President sent 
word to the State Department that- he desired 
to see Assistant Secretary Wharton. That 
gentleman went to the White House at once 
and the President informed him briefly of 
Mr. Blaine's resignation, and that he ired 
him to act as Secrefary of State for the 
present. 2 

Harrison and Biaine Decline to Talk. 

Just as soon as the news became scattered 
the President’s house was the center for an 
anxious group of correspondents, but to one 
and all the President had but one answer: 
„I have nothing to say un this subject. Let 
the correspondence explain itself.“ 

Secretary Blaine was found at his Lafayette 
square house in his snuggery' at the southeaft 
angle of the building. This apartment looks 
out upon a velvety expanse of greensward on 
the west of the Department of Justice Build- 
ing, and Attorney-General Miller, from the 
elevator corridor, could look in upon Mr.

Ordinarily, when the private secretary of a 
Cabinet Minister calls at the White House he 
transacts his business with Mr. Halford, the 
President’s private secretary, who communi- 
cates to the Chief Magistrate whatever mes- 
age is intrusted to him. 

But the mission of Mr. Dent was evidently 
one in which he had been charged to deliver 
his communication to the President in person, 


and he carried out his instructions to the 


letter.

nication from the Secretary of State was one 
of such an importance as the tender of his

The resignation of Secretary Blaine struck

Three Cheers for Biaine., 

No one knew exactly why, but when a wild- 
eyed man from Colorado yelled ** That’s busi- 
ness, three cheers for Blaine,” the cheers were 
given with hearty good will. Instantly the 
news was communicated to the outside world 
and like wildfire the Blaine enthusiasm spread 
throughout the city. At the People's Head- 
quarters,” as the Blaine rooms have been 
called, Col, William A. Gavett of Michigan 
felt inspired to make a speech.

His Only Object Was to Obthin Personal 
lreedom rnd lexce. 

Wasutneros, D. C., June 4.~—In an inter- 
view with Secretary Blaine this afternoon he 
said that his resignation: was not ‘occasioned 
by the near approach ot the Republican nom- 
inating conven:ion and would not affect his 
action to the slightest extent. 

The question of his candidacy or the accept- 
ance of a proffered nomination did not. in- 
fluence him in deciding to retire from the 
State Department. His only object was to 
obtain personal freedom and peace. Mr. 
Blaine thet pruceeded to indicate the reasona 
why he had resigned. He felt supérsensitive 
because of the constant discussion of his 
name in connection with the Presidential 
nomination. To this was added the annoy- 
ance of sensational rumors constantly placed 
in circulatwn as to his being secretly working 
to accomplish Mr. Harrison’s defeat and at 
the same time encourage his friends to pursue 
a similar course. f 

Without any reference to the truthfulness, 
plausibility, or practicability of these reports, 
they apparently had a perceptible effect upon

Buetrin Talks of the Difficulties to Be Sur- 
mounted in Its Transportation.

has been decided to take it by water to Chi- 
cago, and a big scow has been ob- 
‘tained to transport it. The scow is 
138 feet long, 28 feet wide, and draws 
about 6 feet of water when loaded. 
It can be moored close to the shore of 
the island, so that the stone will have to be 
moved only about 200 feet on the land. It 
will be moved on rollers; when it reaches 
Chicago it will be moved in the same manner. 
A special dock to unload it will have to be built 
as the water at Jackson Park is too shallow. 
Mr. Buetrin has not yet formulated his plans 
for raising the big stone, but he says he will 
get it up all right. 

As this stone will be louger and thicker, and 


twice as heavy as the New York obelisk, and 


for that matter larger and heavier than any 
stone erected in modern times, he cannot 
adopt the methods of Lieut. Gorringe and the 
engineers who erected the obelisk, but must 
originate a plan of his own. With 
him the diffieulty of the —operation 
is increased b the softness of the 
stone to be handled. ‘‘ The New York obelisk 
was hard,” he said, and like handling an 
iron column compared to this stone. We 
will have to put this in a strong casing and 
truss it securely. It is too heavy to swing on 
trunions, as the New York stone was swung, 
but we have screws and tackling enough, and 
if one will not swing it up the other will.

ENDED IN CONFUSION. 


BLAINE’S RESIGNATION STOPS 
PUBLIC BUSINESS. 


At Least Nothing Was Done in the House 
After It Became Known—The Postoffice 
Appropriation Bill Passed—No Better 
Facilities for Chicago— Wholesale Natu- 
ralizations in New York—Census Office 


Investigation 
Retired—Capital Notes. 


Wasuinetos, D. C., June 4.— [Special. 
The House refused today to vote an appro- 
priation of $100,000 for enlargement of postal 
tacilities at Chicago, but agreed t6 appro- 
priate $62,000 fcr a branch postoffice at the 
Exposition grounds. 

The attendance in the House this morning 
was small, and several bills to which there 
was no objection were called up, but had to 
be postponed owing to the point of no quorum 
raised by Mr. Bailey of Texas. Mr. Wilcox 
of Connecticut secured the passage of a bill 
directing the Superintendent of the Census to 
secure from unincorporated companies 
similar information to that which is required 
from iucorporated companies.. The House 
then went into Committee of the Whole on 
the Postoffice Appropriation bill. 

The pending amendment was that offered 
by Mr. Hayes of Iowa, to strike out Sec. 3, 
which provides that land. grant roads shall re- 
ceive for the transportation of the mail 50 
per cent of the compensation charged to pri- 
vate parties for similar transportation. 
Agreed to, 104—51. The Chair (Mr. Wilson 
of West Virginia) then ruled upon the pcint 
of order raised yesterday against the amend- 
ment offered by Mr. Wise of Virginia re- 
pealing the Mail Subsidy act. He sustained 
— point and ruled the amendment out of 
order. 

On motion of Mr. Newberry of Illinois an 
amendment was adopted appropriating 352, 
000 for the establishment of a branch vost- 
office on the grounds of the World’s Colum- 
bian Exposition at Chicago. On motion of 
Mr. Henderson of North Carolina an amend- 
ment was adopted authorizing the Postmaster- 
General to provide for the transportation of 
official matter to any government department 
over railroads or by express companies when- 
ever he can do so at a saving to govern- 


service. The committee then rose and re- 
ported the bill to the House and it was passed. 

Immediately Mr. Hatch of Missouri arose 
and moved that the house go into committee 
of the whole to ¢onsider revenue bills—the 
object being to take up the anti-option bill. 
Filibustering was begun, during which the 
resignation of Secretary Blaine was made 
known. Excitement at once became intense, 
a motion for a recess was defeated and the 
house finally adjourned without accomplish- 
ing anything further, 


WASHINGTON NEWS IN GENERAL. 


Davenport Examined as to Naturalizations 
in New Tork. 

Wasuinerorn, D. C., June 4.—Senators 
Chandler and Hill of the Senate Committee on 
Immigration, today examined John I. Daven- 
port, Chief Supervisor of Elections of New 
York, reiative to the evil of the present ad- 
ministration of -the naturalization laws in 
New York. Before Mr. Davenport made his 
statement he was closely catechised by Sena- 
tof Hill as to the petition itself. He devel- 
oped the fact that the petition, which was 
signed *‘ irrespective of party bore the sig- 
natures of five Democrats and nineteen Re- 
publicans, eleven of the latter being members 
ofthe Union League club.

To save him 
from the persecutions of Elkins and others, 
in a fit of indiscretion Blaine wrote the Clark- 
son letter, rather asa matter of spite, that 
neither Elkins, Tracy, nor any of them might 
take it as a Blaine scalp over to the White 
House and get the premium on scalps to 
be paid there for it. It was further believed 
in the Blaine household that had he not writ- 
ten some such letter at the time he would have 
been forced out of the Cabinet. He had pre- 
viously been deprived of his official function 
and residence in Washington by Arthur, who 
was working out the second term program 
also. After the Clarkson letter was written 
Blaine was so much let alone that his health 
picked up and with health returned the ques- 
tion : 

What am I here for! Though I have been 
the favorite of my party since 1876, I have let 
Hayes, Garfield, Arthur, and Harrison fatten 
upon my preserves. Hayes owéd his nomina- 
tion to me and yet he allowed Sherman to ab- 
sorb that whole term in working up the pa- 
tronage &gainst him. From the moment Gar- 
field became President every sort of insidious 
whisper was made to him to beware of me be- 
cause I was too pupular with the people. Mr. 
Arthur made my home, which I had built at 
a great sacrifice in Washington, the home of a 
stranger and dismissed ali his Cabinet but 
Bob Lincoln for fear if I staid in office that 
my popularity might increase. At the same 
time he created Gresham in his Cabinet in 
order to kill off Harrison. Nevertheless I 
was nominated, and when beaten by Arthur’s 
men I stood away from the nomination a 


second time and yielded to Mr. Harrison. Is. 


ny life so terminate just at its maturity be- 
cause Mr. Harrison wants a second term and 
the people want me for the first term? He is 
not strong enough to nominate himself even 
with his officeholders, and I am expected to 
keep on writing declinations after I have given 
him the benefit of one such.“ 
Must Keep in the Fight. 


This is the Biaine reasoning, which I deduce

The conference had been advertised for 
Bethel church, Thüteenth and Dearbory 
streets, but when the delegates gathered there 
at ten o’clock they found the doors closed and 
after some little trouble secured Zion church.

rison by saying that the President had done 
the best he could to protect the negro. C. M. 
Ferguson, delegate from Texas, replied that 
President Harrison could protect the ranch- 
men of Wyomm from the depredations of the 
rustlers but he couldn’t turn over his hand 
for the negro. If it was to be a choice be- 
tween Harrison and Blaine he wanted Blaine, 
but if it was to be anybody he wanted Tom 
Reed, first, last, and all the time.

At 8 o’clock the convention adjourned, most 
of the delegates leaving fom Minneapolis, 


HOW IT LOOKS IN ARE ANSAS. 


A. A. Tufte and A. 8. Fowler Talk of the 
Sitaatinn—Votes That Counted. 

A. A. Tufts, Receiver of the Land Office at 
Camden, Ark., and delegate to Minneapolis 
from the Third District, was at the Palmer 
yesterday in company with A. S. Fowler of 
Little Rock, a delegate from the Fourth Dis- 
trict. Said Mr. Tufts: : 

“ Arkansas has six districts, the delegates of 
two of which are reported to be uninstructed, 
while the other four districts were instructed 
for Harrison. The four delegates-at-large 
have also been instructed for Harrison. This 
means twelve out of -sixteen votes to start 
with. 

Blaine was not a candidate when the dele- 
gates were elected, and the people had no right 
to believe that he ever would be.

SCHEME FOR THE CONSOLIDATION 


OF RAILWAY INTERESTS. 


The Old Projected State Street Line Ele- 
vated Road to Be Used to Bring the 
South Side Cable and the Alley “L” 
Companies Under a New Organization— 
Facts About the Abandoned Enterprise 
~Frontage Now Secured—A New Option 
Said to Have Been Secured. 

There are great things in process of evolu- 
tion in the street railway situation of Chicago. 
That has been shadowed forth in the course of 
the stock market for some weeks, Little by 
little the plans of the magnates are coming to 


light and they show a more comprehensive 


scheme than has ever before been dreamed of 
in connection with the transportation facili- 
ties of Chicago. 

There has been more or less talk of a grand 
consolidation of the street railway lines of the 
city. A less comprehensive plan, which in- 
cluded only the consolidation of the South 
Side cable line and the Alley Elevated road, 
has also been talked of. There is ground for 
bath of these rumors. The men who made 
fortunes out of the reconstruction of the North 
Side and West Side Street railway systems are 
evidently not satisfied to rest at the point they 
have now reached ; they want still more power 
in the transportation system of Chicago, and 
they are taking methods that are peculiarly 
their own to get it. 

The owners of the City railway controlling 
interest have not looked with favor upon any 
advances in the direction of their giving up 
the control and allowing their property to be 
leased to some pew organization, and thus 
furnish a basis fur the issue of a vast amount 
of new securities. There is a plan now on 
foot that is calculated to make t 
the situation from a decidedly different point 
of view. Their territory is to be invaded. 
When invasion was threatened two or three 
years ago by the projectors of the Alley Ele- 
vated road, the seriousness of the situation 
was so forcibly presented that the City rail- 
way management set about secummg control 
of the new co.upetitor. They succeeded, and 
the building of the Alley Elevated road has 
gone on, dominated by City railway influ- 
ences and controlled by City railway interests. 

The Old State Street Project. ö 

People who keep track of new enterprises 
will remember the organization of the Chi- 
cago Rapid Transit and Elevated railway com- 
pany even before the Alley Elevated enter- 
prise assumed shape, That company was or- 
ganized with the strongest sort of backing. It 
was incorporated in November, 1885, with a 
list of officers'‘who held the first rank in tho 
financial world. The President was James G. 
Smith, who at that time was President of the 
New York Stock Exchange. The Vice-Presi- 
dent was H. Clough of Chicago, 
and the Treasurer, „ +h Nash, 
cashier of the Chicago National 
bank. The directors included Gen. James 
Jourdan, president of the Brooklyn Elevated 
railroad; Roland Hazard, president 7 the 
American Loan and Trust company of New 
York; John D. Jennings of Chicago; Charles 
H. Fargo of Wells, Fargo & Co.; Mr. Barclay 
of New York, and G. H. Ellis, Jobn W. Norris 
and S. G. Meyers of Chicago, 

A great deal of money was spent in prelim- 
inary organization, extensive offices were es- 
tablished in Chicago, an elaborate survey for 
a line to run south on State street, with va- 
rious branches, one of which would reach South 
Chicago, was made. A great deal of money 
was spent in securing the consent of property 
owners along the line. That consent was at

It met delay after 
delay. e Ailey Elevated ordinance was 
granted, and various West Side roads received 
municipal authority to construct roads, abut 
the State street enterprise, with its great 
weight financial backing, was 
unable to secure permission to build 
this road It may have. been that 
the very financial strength which the com- 
pany showed made an ordinance come un- 
usually high. In any event the terms of 
the Aldermen were not agreed to, and finally, 
after two or three years of waiting, the 
offices of the company were closed, and for a 
long time nothing has been heard of the en- 
terprise. 
Signatures Still Hold Good. 

The signatures of a majority of the owners 
of the frontage along the proposed line = 
hold good, however, and that consent has be- 
come an extremely valuable matter, Nego- 
tiations have for some time been in progress 
in various directions for the sale of the fran- 
chise. Several Eastern capitalists have looked 
into the matter carefully, and have made 
overtures to secure control. More important 
than that, the Alley Elevated company itself 
has endeavored to buy up the rights of its old 
rival, for itsaw in them a means by which it 
could secure an outlet for both ends of its 
present line. That those negotiations were 
being carried on leaked out from an attorney 
who was indirectly interested in matter. 
The greatest problem that the Alley Elevated 
has to face is the absence of a down-town ter- 
minal. Its projectors saw a chance of secur- 
ing both that and some valuable rights of way 
south of the present line and opened negotia- 
eae ws 3 control of the old State street 
ente 

While tt the Alley Elevated people were ne- 
gotiating for the control of this enterprise the 
men who made their means out of the North 
Side and West Side street railways were not 
asleep; in fact they never have been known to 
be asleep when there was an open opportunity 
for a big financial scheme. They saw a won- 
derfully attractive picture in the way of a 
great consolidation of all the street railways, 
surface and elevated, and the formation of a 
gigantic company which would float mullions 
of new securities. The attitude of the men 
who control the City railway and through it 
the Alley Elevated stood in the way of a real- 
ization of this dream. It was a situation that 
commanded some fine work, and the men who 
are capable of doing fine financial work were 
at hand. 

& To Secure an Option. 

Malcolm Jamieson, the head of the firm of 
Jamieson & Co., who has long been recog- 
nized as the leading broker of both the Phila- 
delphia and Chicago inside interests in 
North Side and West Side street-railway 
affairs, was intrusted in securing this option. 
The enforcement of the agreement to give a 
new option, providing the Alley Elevated 
option was not exercised, was demanded, and 
such an option was given. ‘The control of the 
| company is now tied up, and is in the hands 
of Mr. Jamieson. That can be set down as a 
definite fact, although the parties in interest 
decline to talk about it. Mr. Jamieson was 
asked yesterday if he held an option on the 
controlling interest of thie State street enter- 
prise, 

“T have nothing so say in the newspapers 
about the inatter,“ was his answer.

A RAILROAD TO DAMASCUS, 


Palestine’s Biggest Town to Be Brought 
Nearer to the Rest of the World. 

Lonpon, May 25.—While the railroad be- 
tween the Mediterranean and Jerusalem is 
still building, a more ambitious project is 
about to be inaugurated in Palestine. English 
capitalists have secured a concession giving 
them the right to build a railroad from Acre, 
on the coast, to Damascus. The Bay 
of Acre is eight miles across, 
and penetrates the coast for three 
miles. On its north side is the famous 
town of Acre, the last stronghold of the Chris- 
tians in Palestine in the time of the Crusaders. 
On the south side of the bay is the walled 
town of Haifa. The railroad is to commence 
at these two places. It will unite after a few 
miles, and then proceed along the eastern 
foot of Mount Carmel, past Nazareth to the 
River Jordan, along the eastern shore of the 
Sea of Galilee, and thence across the piain of 
Damascus to the big city. Damascus will be 
the terminus of the line for a while, but it 
may be indefinitely xtended at some future 
time, as it is believed this route will be the 
beginning of a trunk railroad to connect the 
Mediterranean and the Persian Gulf, 

The railroad to Damascus will be about 120 
miles in length, 110 of which will run over 

ains, leaving only ten miles of rough work. 
ae cost of building and equipping the line, 
which will be standard gauge, is estimated at 
something under $10,000,000. The country to 
be served by the railroad is very fertile and 
productive. Damascus hasa population of 
250,000, and the country through which the 
railroad is to run contains about 1,000,000 in- 
habitants.

Our 
horses were ready at the hotel door promptly 
at 11:30 and, mounting them, we started for 
our afternoon's ride to the Half-Way House, 
where we were to spend the first part 
of the night. The Half-Way House, or 
Rancho, as the Indians call it, con- 
sists of three tumble-down wooden build- 
ings which years ago served asa refinery for 
sulphur taken from the crater. The place is 
owned by a Mexican, Gen. Ochoa, who also 
owns the mountain itself and requires a per- 
mit from these making the ascent. ;

Far 
below in the valley lay the City of Puebla, 
with iene still burning, enveloped in a haze, 
th which rose the ghustly towers of the 
ca tals. From here it was easy to under- 
stand why the ascent of Iztaccihuat! is well- 
nigh impossible. The mountain seemed but 
a mile away, and with our glasses we could 
see its sides gasbed with innumerable crevas- 


ses. 

We had now reached the snow line, and as 
the sun was beginning to get warm we started 
once more for the top. As I turned my back 
on the sun it seemed still night above me. The 
moon was just disappearing behind the mount- 
ain and the blue of thesky around seemed all 
the deeper after the change trom the brightness 
in the East. A. and myself were getting along 
much easier now, finding the snow hard and 
less treacherous than the lava we had just 
pense’ through. The only incident occuring 

or the next hour was when one of the guides 
broke his alpenstock and. came thundering 
upon me. I dof him and he ke; on for 
several hundred feet further, until reaching a 
more level place he: succeeded in stopping 
himself, rejoining us after a few minutes and 
muttering a few choice Spanish expletives. 

In our trip we struck three grades of snow: 
first, a mixture of trozen snow and sand; 
then a long stretch of smooth, hard surface, 
covered with small hail-stones, above which, 
for the last 1.000 feet, lay an unbroken series

by the action of the wind and rain. Just as 
we entered this last stretch S. disappeared 
over the summit and we heard the faint sound 
of his revolver, the signal agreed upon when 
the crater was reach The rest of the climb 
is like a dream to me. My stomach rebelled 
and the determination to reach the

was more troubled by difficulty in 
breathing in this last hour than at any time 

reviously, and had to struggle hard to keep 
rom falling asleep during the frequent inter- 
vals of rest. The smell of sulphur had been 
growing stronger for a quarter of an hour, in- 
creasing the difficulty of getting breath. 
Looking up I could see clouds of vapor aris- 
ing from the summit, and finally, without any 
warning, stepped, or rather stumbled, into the 
crater. It is elliptical in form, with axes of 
200 and 300 feet, while the depth is about 150 
feet. The sides are so steep that it is impossi- 
ble to go down more than forty feet without 
the aid of ropes. We found the remains of an 
old windlass, formerly used in hoisting sul- 
phur from the bottom, but it had long since 
been useless. 


still possesses abundant evidences of past erup- 
tions and future possibilities. Sulphurous 
steam and vapor were issuing from a thousand 
crevices, while at the bottom curling about 
the. rocks could be seen heavy clouds of coal 
black smoke. There is a constant rumbling 
and boiling, with uent light explosions. 
The view from summit depends, of 
course, on the condition of the atmosphere. 
In this we were rather unlucky. Although 
Orizaba and Malinche were still visible above 
the clouds and Iztaccihuatl yet remained 
clear, the valleys of Mexico and Puebla were 
shut off from our view by light clouds, which 
were rapidly rising and waruing us to hasten 
our descent if we desired to see anything on 
the way down. The hazy condition of the 
atmosphere was a source of great disappoint- 
ment to us. On a very clear day the Atlantic 
is visible, and so great an authority as Hum- 
boldt states that the Pacific has been seen. 
After taking breakfast, making some pict- 
ures, and collecting a few relics, we started on 
our return at 8:30, after a stay in the crater of 
an hour. Thesun was now high, making the 
snow much softer than when we came up. 
‘Lhe first stretch was passed with some diffi- 
culty and. fatigue, but when we reached the 
smooth snow well, “* Facilisdecensus Averni,”’ 
and it was run, slide, tumble, crawl; anythi 
to get down. Gathering my coat under me, 
slid down until the condition of my clothes 


ride before me and the necessity of some pro- 
tection against my hard Méxican saddle. 
After that I _Zay..sombrero... A. disco, 
ered that a large flat whisky bottle was about 
the thing, and away he went on it, tearing 
down the side of the mountain until he struck 
a rock and nearly had an accident. We 
reached the lava in good spirits. Here the 
going was even easier, thOugh not so rapid. 
The sun had made the sand delightfully soft 
and warm to our sore feet, and A. and my- 
self rushed down the soft slopes with 
locked arms to the tune of the Lohengrin 
Wedding March, covering ten feet or more at 
every stride. The fabled Seven League 
Boots of antiquity were not in it with ua. 
We came down to the * Crosses” in less than 
three-quarters of an hour, after which we took 
our time. 

A. and myself found our horses waiting 
us at the edge of the woods. We started for 
Amecameca at noon and spent the night at 
the so-called hotel, where 1 renawed my ac- 
quaintance with my friends of thé alliterative 
name, coming out second best, as usual.

Being an au- 
tocrat, Alexander III. is made the one respon- 
sible for all and everything that happens in 
his empire. 

But how often does one hear a kind expres- 
sion, an appreciative recognition of anything 
commendable thatoccurs there? If things 
were in such a terrible state as they generally 
are. represented to de: if tho present 
peror were such, an oppressor of all 
that is true and righteous, it would be 
a practical impossibility te prevent the 
empire’s disintegration, even though it be 
attempted at the point of the bayonet. The 
English press has never let an opportunity 
pass, even before his ascension to the throne, 
without casting slurs on the Czar’s character. 
It has been represented that he is a man of 
lowest instincts, with no conception of the 
moral obligations as husband or as Emperor; 
that he is of amvrbid and jealous disposi- 
tion, sometimes refusing to see the Einpress 
and his children for weeks; and to crown it 
all he is accused of being a coward.

The Gabriel Yon Balloon Park takes its 
name from the greatest builder of balloons of 
the age. In Paris, in 1878, he made the 
largest balloon then built, carrying fifty peo- 
ple, and will make for the Chicago exposition 
a monster air ship, capable of carrying 100 
persons.

The captive balioon at Fiftieth court will be 
of the capers of 100,000 cubic feet and 55 feet 
high, and able to carry at least fifteen persons.

Warehouse Safe and the Desperado and 
His Men Were Surprised While Trying

shot While Escaping from Jail—Burglars 
Have Left Hennepin Alone Since Then.

One night, after a day when the receipts had 
been heavy, the would-be robbers dropped 
down the river in a skiff, landed in the dark 
shadow below the building, and set to work. 
They effected an entrance into the office’ with- 
out difficulty, lighted a lamp or lantern, and 
proceeded to drill the safe. They were not 
particularly prudent; the whole town-seemed 
to be asleep, and such a thing as discovery and

TEN ACRE BLOCK CONVEYED. 


A Syndicate Purchases the Stone Home- 
stead Through T. G. Dickinson & Co. 


The star sale of the week was made by T. , 


G. Dickinson & Co. They sold the ten-acre 
block at the corner Forty-ninth street and 
Grand boulevard, knpwn as the Stone Home- 
stead, for $825,000. The purchasers consist of 
twenty-five capitalists, members of à syndi- 
caté, The transfer of the property will be 

made by H. O. Stone and J. W. Doane, acting 
as trustees for the Stone estate. With this 
tract and the Storey homestead disposed of, 
the last unsubiivided tract on Grand boule- 
vard, north of Washington Park, is taken out 
of the market. 

The property, although unsubdivided, can 
scarcely be considered as an acre tract, as it 
was disposed of on the basis of its amount of 
front footage. The block will be divided with 
astreet known as Washington Park place, 
running through it from north to south, 
There will be in all 2,400 feet of frontage, 600 
feet on Grand boulevard, 600 of east frontage 
or. Vincennes avenue, and 1,200 feet on Wash- 
ya Park place. The average price paid is 
$135 a front foot, and the prices range from 
something like $75 to as high as $275 a front 
foot.

HOW TO GET GHEAPER GAS. 

A year ago the City of Cleveland, whose 
charter powers are greater in some respects 
than those of Chicago, got into a fight with 
the gas companies and passed an ordinance 
fixing the price of gas at 60 cents a thousand 


instead of @ dollar. Naturatly the two cor- 


pdrations refused to bey. The outside stock- 
holder as usual filed his bill in the United 
States Court to prevent a reduction. which it 
was claimed would be equivalent to a confis- 
cation of the property. The case dragged 
along for some months, the companies pro- 
ducing innumerable witnesses to prove that it 
would bankrupt them to take ‘less than a 
dollar. 

They bad finished and the city was about to 
present its side of the case, when the compa- 
nies weakened and suggested a compromise, 
to which the former acceded. It was that the 
price should be fixed at 80 cents a thousand 
and the corporations pay into the City 
Treasury 6%½ per cht of their gross receipts 
and defray the expenses of the litigation. 
Consequently the consumers will get gas 
at lower figures and the city will get cheaper 
gas and an increasing revenue from a new 
source,

If he has 
made enemies it was while discharging faith- 
fully the duties of his office, 

On the ground of fitness the party will make 
no mistake in nominating either Mr. Blaine 
or Mr. Harrison. Each has its respect and 
confidence, but the former has the greatest 
share of its affection. The only remaining 
question to pass on is that of availability, and 
the convention must not fail to consider it 
thoroughly. New York is an important and 
an uncertain State.

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Chicago could produce evidence enough in 
any court to prove that the gas companies of 
this city aré making excessive profits, but it 
has not the power to regulate prices. It never 
was granted by the Legislature. But unfortu- 
nately the Council has been aecorded perwis- 
sion to give franchises to new companies 
which promised to supply gas at moderate 
prices, but which were swallowed up, and 
failed todoso. The competition method of 
securing lower rates has been tried ad nau- 
seam, and is a sickening failure. 

If the Legislature chonses it can authorize 
this city to regulate the price of gas. If it 
were to do so, and the Council were to declare 
that the price should be 80 cents or a dollar, 
the gas trust would assert that that meant 
ruin, and would fetch on its experts to prove 
that such was the case. But the city would 
have no difficulty in proving that the rate it 
proposed to allow was not an unjust or con- 
fiscatory one, and therefoye would win its 
case. 

The only question is whether such a power 
could be safely intrusted to the Council, some 
of whose members have shown themselves on 
various occasions open to those legal-tender 
arguments which corporations use. Ali! that 
can be said is that if the Aldermen had this 
power the demand of their constituents for 
cheaper gas would be so general and sostrong 
that it 1s doubtful whether they could with- 
stand it,no matter what inducements the 
companies might hold out. The greatest dif- 
ficulty would probably be in securing the nec- 
essary law. The sentiment in favor of cheaper 
gas, so strotg in the cities, of course does not 
exist in the rural districts, and hence the gas 
trust might have more influence iu the Gen- 
eral Assembly thfin in a City Houncil. 


THE SUPREME COURT ON THE LIQUOR 
TRAFFIC. 

the Illinois Drys contains 
the following: 

We agree with the Supreme Court of the United 
States in denying the right of the Legislature to 
bargain away the public health or the public mor- 
als, and we therefore deny the right of any legis- 
lative body to injure the public health and mor- 
als by legalizing the liquor traflic. Such legisia- 
tion is usurpation. 

The Supreme Court has said nothing of the 
kind, but as many persons appear to have an 
impression to the contrary it is well to uade- 
ceive them by telling what the decision was 
which is thus misstated in the above resolu- 
tion. ö 

The City of San Francisco, by its ordinance 
on the subject of liquor licenses, provided that 
before one was issued the consent of the ma- 
jority of the Board of Police Commissioners 
must be secured. In one instance that con- 
sent was refused, and the petitioner finally got 
his case into the United States Doart on the 
ground that the State of California, by its 
officers, had denied him the equal protection 
of the laws, and made and enforced against 
him a law which abridged his privileges and 
immunities as a citizen of the United States, 
contrary to the fourteenth amendment. 

The decision of the Supreme Court, which 
was written by Mr. Justice Field, sets forth 
that it is the right of every citizen to pursue 
any lawful busmess, subject to such reasona- 
ble conditions as the governing authority of 
the country may deem essential. Even lib- 
erty, the greatest of all rights, is not unre- 
stricted license to act according to one’s own 
will. Some businesses are subject to special 


regulations because they are noisy and others 


because the articles sold are dangerous. The 
court thinks 1t would be unnecessary to dwell 
on these points were it not that it had been 
urged that there is something wrong in such 
restrictions when applied to the business of 
selling liquor at retail, and thatif a man drank 
too much the resulting injury was voluntarily 
inflicted and confined to the party offending, 
and that, therefore, it was not proper to legis- 
late as to what a man should drink any more 
than as to what he should eat. The court says 
in reply: 

The injury, it is true, first falls upon the party 
offending in his health, which the habit under- 
mines; in his morals, which it weakens; and in 
the self-abasement which it creates. But as it 
leads to neglect of business and waste of property 
and general demoralization it affects thuse who 


are immediately connected with and dependent 
upon him. By the general concurrence of every 


civilized and Christian community there are few’ 


sourees of crime and misery to society equal to 
the dramshop, where intoxicating liquors, to be 
drank at the time, are sold indiscriminately to 
all parties applying. The statistics of every State 
show a greater amount of crime and misery at- 
tributable to the use of ardent spirits obtained at 
these retail liquor saloons than to any other 
source. The sale of such liquors has, therefore. 
been at all times, by the courts of every State, 
considered asthe proper subject of legislative 
regulation. Not only maya license be exacted 
from the keeper of the saloon before a glass of his 
liquors can be thus disposed of, but restrictions 
may be imposed as to the class of persons to 
whom they may be sold and the hours of the day 
and the days of the week on which the saloons 
may be opened. Their sale in that form may be 
absolutely prohibited. 

It is a question of pablic expediency ana public 
morality and not of Federal law. The police power 
of the State is fully competent to regulate the 
business—to mitigate its ¢yils or to suppress it 
entirely. There is no inherent right in a citigen 
to thas sell intoxicating liquors 
not a privilege of the citizen of the State, or of 
the United States. As it is a business attended 
with danger to the community, it may, as already 
said, be entirely prohivited, or be permitted un- 
der such conditions as will limit to the utmost its 
evils. The manner and extent of the regulation 
rest in the discretion of the governing authority. 
That authority may vest in such officers as it may 
deem proper the power of passing upon applications 
for permission to carry it on, and to issue licenses 
for that purpose. Itis a matter of legisiative will 
only. As in many other cases the officers may not 

rays exercise the power conferred upon them 
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less dependent in so many respects, the 
mistress often clings to the old notions of the 
inferiority ct servants, and is inclined to look 
upon what they do as the humble labor of 
an inferior for a superior being.“ To this in- 
correct view of the relations of the parties the 
writer attributes much of the trouble, and 
suggests that three things be done which she 
believes would revolutionize the whole condi- 
tion of service. 

First—The relation should be put upon an ab- 
solute commercial basis; and made as honorable 
as mechanical, or factory, or store service. 
Second Duties and nours should be clearly de- 
fined. There should be no interference in per- 
sonal matters. There should be no more per- 
sonal interest expected or shown than is the rule 
between any other employer and employé. 

Third—If it were possible to induce yearly en- 
gagements, they shout@ be the rule; for when 
people know they have to put up with each o*her 
for twelve months they are more inclined to be 
patient and forbearing; they learn to make the 
best of each other’s ways; and bearing becomes 
liking, and habit strengthens liking, and so they 
go on, and on, and are pretty well satisfied. 


Thisis pretty in theory, but not so easy to 
carry out. It is not difficult to put the com- 
mercial idea in practice in a large hotel where 
there are many employés, but it is hard ina 
small house. Service in a factory does not 
bring employé and employer into close per- 
sonal relations, Service in a family inevitably 
does so. The mechanic and superintendent 
in a factory do not feel an uncontrollable 
yearting to drop work and discuss one an- 
other’s gowns. Mistress and maid do, and 
even if neither cared for dress they could not 
live under the same roof-tree:for weeks or 
months without the element of personal in- 
terest entering into their relations. 

The duties and hours in a shop can be clear. 
ly defined. So they can be in a household 
with a largo staffof servants. But in the ordi- 
nary American household, with its one or twe 
girls—and such constitute the great majority 
—it is out of the question, Rules on the sub- 
ject may be laid down Monday, but some ne- 
cessity will break them Tuesday. It is possi- 
ble to define hours clearly only when, as iu 
some cities, the girl lives outside of. the house. 
When that is the ease she enjoys the same ad- 
vantage as the factory girl. Her time is ab- 
solutely her own after she bas quit work. 
But where that is not the case the mistress 
always will feel called on to interfere in cer- 
tain ** personal matters. She will object to 
the girl staying out late or having late com- 
pany in the house. 

It is very hard to place uncommercial work 
on a commercial basis, especially when car- 
ried on on that small scale where employer 
and employé are continually thrown together, 
and to some extent work together. There is 
no reason to believe that the complaints which 
mistresses make about servauts—not merely 
in the United States but in Great Britain and 
the eontinent—would cease if an attempt were 

ade to put Mrs, Barr's three suggestions in 
pfactice. The truth is, those complaints 
have been made from the beginning of record- 
eq time. They are heard more loudly now be- 
cause so many more people employ servants 
andi there are so many more grumblers, The 
„good old servants who did such good work 
and never were idle or impudent lived only in 
those good old times which never existed.

VAMPIRES AND BACTERIA. 

Tun Tarsuns of last Sunday contained an 
article relating a curious belief that prevails 
among the people inhabitimg the more 
isolated portions of Rhode Island. It is to 
the effect that consumption is not a disease, 
but a result of the operations of a mysterious 
creature called the vampire, which fastens it- 
self upon a family and sucks out the life blood 
from one after another of its living mem- 
bers to feed the bodies of those that are dead, 
The vampire is invisible, and its ravages are 
supposed to be unpreventable by any 
ordinary means, the most effectual method 
bemg to exhume the corpse, burn it, and ad- 
minister the ashes in some form to the afflict- 
ed survivors, : 

This is an idea which can be traced back a 
long way in the history of human thought— 
and, strangely enough, it may be one of those 
which prove to have a foundation in truth just 
about the time that the world gets ready to re- 
ject it as a fallacy. True, we vannot now 
consent to believe in the existenve of a huge 
vampire vapable of rendering itself invisible 
while it preys upon its victim, but science is 
leading up to the conviction that there may be 
a little one equally destructive, though too 
small to be seen with the naked eye. Within 
the last few years the microscope has revealed 
the existence of nryriads of these little enti- 
ties feeding on the larger animal organisms 
and literally killing them off by inches. More 
than that, it has shown that consump- 
tion is the leader in a list of dis- 
eases which are directly traceable to 
the ravages of these minute creatures. 
They are not called vampires, but that mat- 
ters littie. They are termed bacteria, or 
bacilli, which are but different names for 
micro-organisms which prey on the air pas- 
sages and air cells of the human frame, and 
number their victims by the thousand where 
the vampire used to be supposed responsible 
for the death of a single individual. Their 
work is none the less deadly because it is per- 
tormed in secret and by agents which require 
the aid of a high magnifying power to render 
them visible even as specks on the slide of the 
microscope. They may not be able to pass 
from the corpse within the grave te the yet 
living body outside, but it as proven they can 
and do move from one anumate body to an-

notwithstanding the warnings of Dr. Briggs’ 
friends, that further agitation of this matter 
will be harmful to the church at large and will 
result in a division of membership. 

The action of the General Assembiy precipi- 
tates a heresy trial which may last for a long 
time to come. Dr. Briggs still has a year in 
which to make a final decision and after that 
undoubtedly will carry his case through all 
the church courts up to the last resort, since he 
and his friends are determined to know ex- 
actly to what extent they are bound by creed 
limitations. The charges against him are of 
a character and cover a range of dogmatic 
questions which are difficult of solution and 
upon which few denominations have cared to 
pronounce authoritatively. The main charge 
against him, however, coneerns the inspira- 
tion of the Jewish scriptures and that he has 
sinned by not accepting and believing in their 
inerrancy—a point upon which there is doubt 
throughout the whole body of tne Christian 
church. 

Ia this condition of things the Briggs party 
has come to the front boldly and given warn- 
ing it will fight to a finish, and Union Semi- 
nary has served notice it will stand by Dr. 
Briggs to the end and aever will surrender. If 
this be the case then the Presbyterian camp 
will be divided into two factions, one headed 
by the conservatives, the other by the radicals. 
The trustees, the faculty, and the alumni of 
Union Seminary are closely united and defi- 
ant. As the New York Sun says: TI be di- 
rectors of this institution are obstinate men, 
and they ure rich men likewise. They can 
afford to carry along the seminary without 
the help of the General Assembly and in spite 
of any boycott ordered by the Presbyterians, 
They believe that the Presbyterian Church 
willcome up tothem if they wait long enough; 
and they have the sinews of war which will en- 
able them to hold out indefinitely.” 

Dr. Briggs is not the oniy defendant in this 
case. Union Seminary is on trial also, 
for it demands the right to examine the 
scriptures for itself and to say what it thinks. 
The General Assembly itself has boycotted 
the seminary by passing a resolution which 
declares that a student in that seminary can. 
receive no financial aid from the church, and 
will be refused ordination when he graduates. 
This is a declaration of war against the 
heretic and the institution which harbors him. 
There can be little doubt of the result. Dr. 
Briggs will be convicted and forced to leave 
the church, but unquestionably he will take 
many with him. Even if he should be sus- 
tained it would be a long time before the rank 
and file of the Presbyterians would change 
their religious beliefs to suit his doctrines. 
He may be able to postpone the decision some 
time by exhausting the possibilities of Presby- 
terian law, but even then the time would not 
be long enough to effect the change. 


THE NEW CROTON DAM. 

New York City is now supplied with 165. 
000,000 gallons of water per day, while the 
average f r Chicago last year was 174,000,000 
gallons per diem for little more than two- 
thirds the population of the place on Manhat- 
tan Island. Naturally enough the people there 
have been casting about fur an increase and 
decided on the construction of a series of dams 
for enlarging the water storage system, The 
largest of these 1s the new Crotun dam, work 
on which is expected to begin about two 
months hence. It is expected to have a capac. 
ity of thirty billion gallons, and that of the 
several smallerdams to be constructed will 
amount to as much more, giving a total stor- 
age capacity of sixty billion gallons before the 
close of the century. It is believed this will 
effectually remove all fears of a dangerous or 
inconvenient scarcity of water, even under 
conditions of a largely increased consump- 
tion. 

The cost of the principal dam is estimated 
at about 37,090,000, and the contracts call for 
its completion by the close of 1898: The work 
is one of considerable engineering difficulty. 
The Croton River flows through the site of the 
dam. and while that is m process of construc. 
tion it will be necessary to alter the course of 
the river, diverting its waters into other chan. 
nels. In sumer this will be easy, as the 
river is then only a stream, but as the work 
must proceed in all seasons it will be requisite 
to provide against a maximum flow which is 
estimated to reach twelve billion gallons in a 
day. A part of the channel for this must be 
blasted in the rock of a hill side, and the re- 


{ mainder wil be provided with very thick walls 


to withstand the pressure, 

The chief engmeer. Mr. Fteley, says the 
whole system contemplates two parts. First, 
the aqueduct, and second, storage to collect 
in winter and distribute in summer. It has 
been the intention to build both simultaneous. 
ly, but this 1s found impracticable. So the 
amaller dams are constructed as temporary 
expedients, though their storage capacity will 
not be wasted. The Department of Public 
Works is now building one of these dams 
which will be finished by the end of the year, 
and the Aqueduct Commissioners are con. 
structing four, 
completed, while the others will be finished 
inside of twenty months from date.

Then 
see how this would work with the 67-cent 
dollar standard. Suppose a Dakota farmer 
should sell 100 bushels of wheat for which he 
would get 100 silver dollars or 67 gold ones, 
would he be any better off by taking his pay 
in the 67-cent money than in the 100-cent 
money? With 67 gold dollars he could buy 
fully as much of anything as with 100 silver 
dollars only worth 67 cents apiece. The mere 
statement of the case shows the delusion and 
folly of Teller’s argument. But what he 
seeks is that this country shall now change ite 


| standard of money from 100-cent dollars back- 


wards and downwards to 67-cent dollars, and 
that is the exact question involved in the free 
silver coinage issue. 5 ° 


THE SALOON DICTATOR. 

A writer in a recent number of the Revue 
des Deux Mondes calls attention toa remark- 
able change that has come over the working- 
men of Europe, and especially of France, in 
late years. He says the village priest was 
formerly the universal counselor and confi- 
dant of the workers. He isso no longer, but 
the position was too indispensable to be left 
vacant, and his place in this respect has been 
taken by the wineshop keeper, or, as he would 
be called here, the man who runs a saloon, 
In France that individual—the “ mastrognet”’ 
is present at every critieal moment, es- 
pecially during strikes, He it is who 
prompts the action of the workingmen’s 
syndicates, stirring up the proletaires 
against their employers, and vancing 
money to the strike fund in case of need. 
This he does with a full certainty that a mse 
in wages will inure to his own benefit, while 
there is a chance that at some time in the 
future he will be repaid for his assistance by 
being selected to represent the labor interest 
in the Chamber of Deputies. 

The conditions in the United States are not 
precisely the same as described for France, 
but are they not quite as bad? With us the 
saloonist is the leader in politics, economy, 
and socialism, and his boozing ken is a full 
substitute for the church in the case of 
hundreds of thousands of workers. In many 
cases he is the adviser in strikes and other 
combinations, and probably in a 
greater number of instances has be- 
come the fiscal agent and creditor of 
the workers in his vicinity, He sup- 
plies them with dtink on tick,” and 
when payday comes round absorbs, like a 
vam pire, the greater part of the earnings of the 
immense number who feel themselves in 
honor bound to patronize the man who has 
accommodated them. He dispenses to them the 
strong drink which leads to destruction. of 
body and mind, ruins the morals of the man, 
and entails misery upon his family, In nota 
few instances, in the cities, his power is 
directly fostered by the employer, who fool- 
ishly arranges to pay wages in the saloon and 
even assumes the responsibility of seeing that 
the credits extended to his employés are can- 
celed by the debtors, When the saloonkeeper 
deigns to converse with his customers,” he 


is regarded by them as high authonty, His | 


jokes are applauded, his counsel followed, his 
bibulous utterances regarded as outflows of 
the highest wisdom. “hig | 

The saloonkeeper in the United States is so 
much esteemed by his workingmen patrons 
that he is sure of their votes when he runs for 
office and he does so to an extent that gives 
him a preponderating voice and vote in the 
Common Council of this and other cities. 
Hence he dictates in the police force. Its 
members are chosen on his nomination and it 
is only natural they should obey him and 
work in the interest of his class. How much 
the saloon dominates in Chicago may be 
faintly inferred from the ordinances, which 
practically accord to the ordinary citizen no 
rights that the man who wishes

that system because while it is swift it is not 
always sure.

Nor would Chicagoans be satisfied with the 
rate of fare on the Glasgow roads, which is 
two cents per mile. There would ba no pro- 
tests on the part of residents of the South Side 
north of Twenty-second street who would 
have to pay only four cents on that basis, but 
there would be an energetic remonstrance 
from those_south of that street who would 
have to pay six cents.

On the average the rates are higher in Glas- 
gow than in Chicago, and the facilities for 
travel are hot as good. As far as those points 
are concerned Chicago has nothing to learn 
from the Seotch city. In two years Glasgow 
will begin the management of its own roads. 
The officers of that municipality are honest 
and efficient.

” Priday, May 18, the convention met again, 
The immense galleries were packed with stal- 
wart men from Illinois. The streets of Chi- 
cago swarmed with Lincoln enthusiasts, who 
greatly impressed the delegates. Evarts made a 
superb speech, never excelled in political con- 
vention, for his whole soul was in it, placing 
Seward in nomination, and Dieck Oglesby 
had in a rough but magnificent specimen of 
prairie eloguence put Lincoln in nomination. 

The balloting then began and on the first 
Seward received 17844 votes: Lincoln, 102. 
On the second ballot Seward received 1844 
and Lincoln 181, Vermont then gave the cue, 
changing her vote to Lincoln, and upon the 
third ot Lincoln received within 15 votes 
of a majority. The result was not at once an- 
nounced. It could not be. Hundreds of men 
had kept score, and they saw that Lincoln 
would be nominated even before the Chair- 
man could declare the poll, and in the midst 
of the excitement. Carter of Obio arose and 
announced a change of four votes to Lincoln, 
which nominated him, and a second after the 
cannon on the outside began to boom and 
Chicago went wild. 

At last when some sembiance of quiet was 
secured Mr. Evarts, heart broken, suffering 
from a wound from which he never recovered, 
moved to make the nomination of Lincoln 
unanimous. It was a perfunctory task done 
with auch grace as Evarts could assume, but 
he had received an almost mortal political 
wound and he believed that the party had se- 
riously erred. 

Mr. Blaine has said that Seward was de- 
feated because of bis radical expressions on 
the slavery question, while Lincoln was chosen 
in spite of far more radical expressions. 
Moreover, Seward was involved in the Ameri- 
can party politics, whereas Lincoln had been 
entirely free from such entanglements.“ For 
many years Mr. Evarts could not be induced 
to say much of the convention, for it was the

One or two anecdotes personal to Mr. Lin- 
coln may be of interest. On the day of the 
nomination Mr. Lincoln spent a great deal of 
time in the telegraph office in Springfield, III.

‘cerned in the mighty events then prugressing 
in Chicago. He quitted the telegraph office 
and went to the office of the local newspaper 
and was chatting there with a friend when he 
received a note from the tetegraph operator 
reading as follows: “Mr. Lincoln, you are 
nominated on the third ballot.” 3 

Lincoln read the note in silence, then fold- 
ing it up he put it in his pocket and said: 
« There is a little woman down at our house 
who would like to hear this, and I will go 
down and tell her. And in that simple and 
homely manner, so characteristic of him, Lin- 
coln received the news of his nomination for 
the Presidency.

Dickinson was a brilliant, able man 
with a somewhat erratic political career, an 
those who knew him best in New York have 
always rejoiced, in view of the fact that the 
Vice-President ame afterward President, 
that even Andy Johnson was chosen to that 
office instead of Dickinson. 

Ex-Judge Dittenhoefer of New York, who 
was a member of the convention, said recently 
that while it was an interesting and enthusias- 
tic gathering, yet, aside from the little con- 
test over the Vice-Presidency, it attracted far 
less attention than any other National Repub- 
lican convention. That was due, he said, to 
two reasons—one being the fact that its duty 
was clearly marked out befcrehand, and the 
other to the absorbing and solemn interest 
whicb the mighty events on the battiefields of 
Virginia were creating throughout the Nation. 

IV.—The Grant Conventions.

He had served 
three terms as Speaker of the House, and dur- 
ing that service had displayed those rare in- 
tellectual and personal qualities which 
gained for him the peculiar hold upon 
the masses which has deen likened to that 
which Henry Clay enjoyed. Blaine was a con- 
fessed candidate. He directed, so far as he 
could do so with dignity, his own canvass, but 
he had a splendid staff of enthusiastic young 
assistants about him. He knew that during 
his service as Speaker he had necessarily alien- 
ated many men of influence, and that if he 
were defeated for the nomination it would be 

due to them. / 

But there were other strong men besides 
Blaine offered as candidates. There was Sen- 
ator Morton of Indiana, a man of great 
intellectual powef without great culture, and 
hampered by physical infirmities. Senutor 
Conkling of New York, then perhaps at the 
climax of his remarkable, brilliant, but anx- 
ious and tempestuous career as a politician 
was also a candidate and ted 
much of the strength of 
called the Grant wing of the party.

Vi.—The Most Dramatic Convention. 


If the National convention of 1860 was the 
most important in its consequences the con- 
vention which met in Chicago on June 2, 1880, 
was the most dramatic both in its conduct 
and its outcome. In his Rochester speech in 
1877 Senator Conkling had subtly intimated a 
purpose to nominate Gen, Grant for a third 
term. Those who heard the speech didnot un- 
derstand this reference, but a month later both 
Samuel J. Tilden and Thurlow Weed, who 
read the speech as reported, told the writer 
that they saw its secret intimation and that it 
was Conkling’s purpose to bring Grant for- 
ward as a idate in 1880. It is now a mat- 
ter of history that Senator Conkling, Don 
Cameron, Logan, with others of lesser fame 
and nce, had formed a combination while 
Gen. nt was on his tour around the world 
to bring him forward as a candidate before 
the convention of 1880. This combination iu- 
volved the securing of the solid de 
from the three powerful States of New York, 
Pennsylvania, and Illinois. —

Jong before Jaynes saw that if he went at it 
right he had a bonanza in the business. He 
looked about and found a piece of rocky land 
on the south side of the mountain, which was 
utterly worthless as far as agriculture was 
concerned. He entered this land as a home- 
stead and began improving it in a most pecu- 
liar way. Instead of clearing off the rocks 
he tried to get more there, and soon he had 
built a veritable snakes’ retreat. The hillside 
was honeycombed with holes and everything 
that a snake could desire to make life a pleas- 
ure was added to the spot. While he had en- 
tered 160 acres, he only utilized about forty 
ofthem. He built ahouse of stone, but ce- 
nted it thoroughly inside and out, far, 
while he made a living off snakes, he did not 
care to have too close a companionship with 
them.

There bemg at that time railroads 
on very few of the telegraph routes, the chief 
means for examining and repairinng the same 
consistéd of private conveyance, often over 


break at any point caused suspension of oper- 
ations and often involved days in repairs, 
which devolved mainly on operators nearest 
the break. Again, there were no connecting 
lines over which communication could be se- 
cured, Hence, the line down at any point 
mvolved entire suspension of through busi- 
ness. 

As generally understood, all messages were 
received on a paper strip some half-inch in 
width, which was mechanica@ly unwound from 
a roll for use by the instrument, and then read 
and written out by the operator. This state- 
ment will convey some idea of the time fleces- 
sary in the operation. In the case of reports 
for the press it often was necessary for the 
paper receiving such to furnish an amanuen- 
sis to copy the same as read to him by the o 
erator from the tape. The practice of ‘seat. 
ing by sound, now universal, came after sev- 
eral years of experience. As showing some- 
thing of the facilities of early, days, it may be 
here stated that the annual message of Presi- 
dent Pierce to Congress, December, 1854. was 
transmitted on a single wire, the operation 
occupying fourteen hours of time. 

The changes in this connection wrought by 
improvements of the last forty years secia 
truly marvelous. It is now practically im- 
possible wholly to sever telegraphic commu- 
nication between important poists in this 
country. The many parallel and connecting 
lines constitute a system so comprehensive as 
to afford relief under the most complete dis- 
aster to any ove line. This condition is 


1 shown in the fact that during the historical 


blizzard of March, 1888, Washington news 
was sent to Philadelphia via New Orleans, 
Chicago, and Pittsburg, New York receiving 
the same from Albany via New Orleans, 
St. Louis, Cleveland, and Buffalo, while news 
reaching Boston from New York weut via the 
cable and London, The present facilities of 
this wonderful agenvy.are indicated by the 
following statement of some of its appoint- 
Inents—to-wit : 

The Western Union Building on Broadway, 
New York, provided especially for the use of 
the company and recently enlarged, far ex- 
ceeds anything of the kind elsewhere. 0 
wires entering the building underground 
(3,500 in number) are in thirty-six cables, all 
counecting at the test-toard, from which they 
are distributed in cables of 100 wires each to 
the operating rooms, where are nine 500-wire 
and one 1,000-wire switchboards. The total 
length of these limes inside the building is 
about 200 miles, their weight being some five 
tons. 

There are about 2,000 flexible switchcords 
for coupling with flat spring-jack plugs on 
service-boards, the electro-transmitting power 
consisting of dynamic-electric current gen- 
erated by forty-one dynamos, there not being 
left one of the ola batteries. 

Some 3,000 incandescent lauips are used to 
show when a circuit becomes grounded, 
or disabled, such condition being at once indi- 
cated by automatic lighting of the lamp at 
such defective wire. 

There are here employed about 1,200 opera- 
tors, of whom one-third are women. All mes- 
sages received are taken by sound and copied 
with typewriters as they come from Wheat- 
stone receivers. . 

The longest single telegraph line in the 
world connects this buildmg with San Fran- 
cisco, being 3,348 miles in length, while the 
next longest line extends to Galveston, Tex.— 
1,820 miles, 

Most of the New York newspapers are con- 
nected with the operating rooms by direct 
wires and loops, aud have pneumatic tubes 
from the district department of the Western 
Union company. 

Co-operative News Service. 

The first case of cooperative action by the 
press.in this country, if not in the world, for 
obtaining news, consisted of the Harbor 
News Association,” formed in New York in 
1849, the chief object of which was to gatner 
news from river a ocean steamers. This 
was followed in 1851 by the New York Press 
Association, for collecting and receiving 
telegraphic and other intelligence. It em- 
braced the Journalof Commerce, the Express, 
the Heraid, the Sun, the Tribune, and the 
Courier. Later the Times was added, the 
World succeeded to the franchise of the Cou- 
rier, and the Sun withdfew. So the association 
stands today.

WILL SAIL A SKIMMING DIgh. 


New Yacht of the Skip-Jack Patters in chi- 
cago Waters. 

Just at present amateur yachtsmen are 
manifesting considerable interest in a small 
boat known as “The Blade.“ This smart 
little sailer is of the skip-iack pattern, a 
craft uncommon to lake waters but well- 
known in the smooth harbors along the coast of 
Florida and the Carolinas. The skip-jack 
yacht is after the style of a skimming dish, 
and the uninitiated would no doubt hesitate 
when invited to participate in a sail along the 
coast if the lake should bear any signs of a 
coming tantrum. Indeed, the owners of The 
Blade were themselves a bit shy about their 
new craft when it was first put into the water, 
but a series of severe tests in all kinds of weather 
convinced them that nothing need be feared 
from fickle winds or rolling billows. 


THE SKIP-JACK CRUISER. 


The Blade has proved safe and. ‘speedy, 
and although capable of carrying twenty per- 
sons two strong men lifted the boat with ease 
before the ceuter-board was added. Ihe di- 
mensious of the craft are as follows? Length 
over all, 22 feet; length on water line. 18 feet; 
beam, 8 feet; draft, 2 feet. The center-board 
is 7x4 feet, and of half-inch boiler plate. 

In a recent trial the Blade showed a speed 
of 9144 miles per hour, which is remarkable for 
so short a yacht. In quiet water the Blade's 
s‘des rise only a few inches above the water, 
and the impression is easily formed that there 
is not enough free-board on a boat of the skip- 
jack model to allow it to list over much, but, 
coptrary to expectation, the mast is seldom 
away froma nearly perpendicular line, and 
allfears of capsizing have been dispelled. 
The Blade will be a conspicuous figure among 
local yachts.
